THE  SYDENHAM  SOCIETY. 


The  Fourth  Anniversary  Meeting  of  the  Sydenham  Society,  convened  by  public 
advertisement,  was  held  at  the  Society's  Rooms,  45,  Frith  Street,  Soho,  on  Friday, 
the  1st  of  May,  1846,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  when  Dr.  Paris,  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  Society,  took  the  chair.  The  following  was  presented  by  the  Council 
as  their 

REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  25th,   1846. 

It  is  now  three  years  since  the  Sydenham  Society  was  established,  and  each  year 
has  afforded  increasing  evidence  of  prosperity  and  success. 

The  edition  of  the  first  year's  books,  comprising  Hecker's  Epidemics,  Louis  on 
Phthisis,  and  Sydenham's  Works  in  Latin,  consisted  of  1750  copies.  These  works, 
owing  to  the  large  increase  of  Members,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  reprint,"  and 
above  400  copies  have  been  subscribed  for. 

Of  each  of  the  works  issued  for  the  second  year,  viz.  Paulus  ^Egineta,  Vol.  I, 
Observations  on  Aneurism,  and  Simon's  Chemistry,  Vol.  I,  2250  copies  were  printed. 
And  although  there  were  not  more  than  1800  members,  at  the  time  when  it  was  ne- 
cessary for  the  Council  to  determine  how  many  of  these  works  should  be  printed,  so 
great  has  been  the  demand  that  the  whole  edition  is  exhausted,  and  for  some  time 
past  the  Council  have  been  unable  to  supply  the  numerous  applicants  for  the  second 
year's  books. 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  following  works  have  been  issued :  For  the 
second  year,  the  first  volume  of  Simon's  Chemistry.  For  the  third  year,  the  second 
volume  of  Simon's  Chemistry,  Hasse's  Pathology,  and  the  second  volume  of  Paulus 
jEgineta.  Of  the  works  issued  for  the  first  year's  subscriptions,  Hecker's  Epidemics 
is  the  only  one  the  reprint  of  which  has  been  completed  ;  but  the  others  are  in  the 
press,  and  Louis  on  Phthisis  will  be  soon  ready  for  delivery. 

Animal  Chemistry  is,  in  the  present  day,  attracting  so  much  attention,  and  is  felt 
to  be  of  so  much  importance  to  the  advancement  of  medical  science,  that  the  Council 
were  convinced  a  good  standard  work  on  this  subject  would  be  very  generally  accept- 
able to  the  members.  Simon's  Treatise  having  gained  for  its  author  an  European 
reputation,  the  Council  gladly  availed  themselves  of  the  offer  of  Dr.  Day  to  edit  for 
the  Society  a  translation  of  that  important  work. 

Professor  Hasse's  System  of  Pathological  Anatomy  was  early  brought  under  the 
consideration  of  the  Council,  and  in  their  first  Report  was  announced  as  one  of  the 
books  which  were  in  preparation.  The  value  of  this  work  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  ac- 
knowledged by  the  members,  and  will  justify  its  selection. 


Having  already  stated  the  views  by  which  they  were  actuated,  in  determining  on 
the  issue  of  Mr.  Adams's  edition  of  Paulus  /Egineta,  it  is  unnecessary  for  the  Council 
to  make  farther  mention  of  this  work,  of  which  the  second  volume  has  now  been 
issued. 

In  addition  to  these  three  volumes,  which  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  members, 
the  Council  hope  to  be  able  to  give  a  fourth  for  the  oast  year. 

It  has  been  to  the  Council  a  source  of  considerable  disappointment  and  regret  that 
the  books  were  not  delivered  earlier  in  the  year.  They  believed  that  their  arrange- 
ments had  been  such  as  would  have  ensured  the  issue  of  at  least  one  book  during  the 
auiiimii  of  last  year.  Although,  in  most  instances,  the  delivery  of  the  books  has 
been  effected  with  more  expedition  and  regularity  during  the  past  year  than  on  former 
occasions,  the  Council  have  still  to  apologize  for  some  errors  and  irregularities, 
which,  however,  they  feel  assured  it  will  be  admitted  to  be  very  difficult  in  all  in- 
stances to  avoid,  when  it  is  considered  how  much  care  and  accuracy  are  required  to 
keep  correct  lists  of  between  2000  and  ,*}000  names,  and  bow  numerous  are  the  changes 
in  the  residences  of  members,  and  in  the  directions  they  give  for  the  transmission 
of  their  books. 

In  the  last  Report  it  was  stated  that  arrangements  had  been  commenced  for  an 
edition  of  the  collected  works  of  Dr.  W,  Hunter,  which  had  been  frequently  urged 
on  the  attention  of  the  Council.  It  has,  however,  been  found  undesirable  to  proceed 
with  these  arrangements.  The  practice  of  the  Council  has  been,  before  determining 
finally  on  the  publication  of  any  work,  to  refer  it  to  a  sub-committee,  who,  after  fully 
investigating  and  considering  all  subjects  relating  to  the  work  in  question,  report  to 
the  Council.  The  sub-committee  to  whom  the  works  of  Dr.  \V.  Hunter  were  referred, 
assigned,  in  their  report,  reasons  which  satisfied  the  Council  that  it  was  inexpedient 
for  them  to  proceed  further  with  this  object. 

The  plan  for  a  complete  Medical  Bibliography,  which  was  appended  to  the  last 
Report,  appears  to  have  been  very  generally  approved  of  by  the  members.  To  this 
subject  the  Council  have  devoted  much  attention ;  and  are  now  in  correspondence 
with  several  distinguished  continental  scholars,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  what  assist- 
ance they  are  likely  to  obtain  in  collecting  the  materials  for  so  great  a  work.  At 
present,  however,  the  plans  of  the  Council  are  not  sufficiently  matured  to  enable 
them  to  give  more  definite  information  on  tbis  part  of  their  proceedings  than  was 
afforded  in  the  last  Report. 

It  was  the  intention  of  the  Council  that  the  edition  of  Harvey's  works  should  have 
been  issued  during  the  past  year;  but  the  engagements  of  the  editor  have  prevented 
bim  from  completing  his  labours  so  soon  as  he  anticipated.  The  printing  of  this 
volume  is  now,  however,  so  nearly  completed,  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  it  will  be 
shortly  in  the  hands  of  the  members.  The  edition  of  Hewson's  works  is  also  in  the 
press,  and  will  be  ready  for  delivery  in  the  course  of  the  present  year. 

The  attention  of  the  Council  having  been  frequently  called  to  many  valuable  essays 
and  papers  in  the  Transactions  of  British  Medical  Societies,  a  sub-committee  was 
appointed  to  examine  the  Transactions  of  all  such  Societies  of  a  date  anterior  to  the 
present  century.  It  has  been  ascertained  that  many  papers  exist  of  sufficient  interest 
and   importuuce  to  deserve  republication.     The  Council  have  determined  to  issue  a 


volume  composed  of  papers  on  Obstetrical  subjects  ;  and  are  happy  to  state  that  Pro- 
fessor Simpson,  of  Edinburgh,  has  consented  to  assist  them  in  selecting  the  papers, 
and  to  edit  them  for  the  Society. 

The  Theses  and  Prizes  of  the  French  Academy  of  Surgery  have  also  been  exa- 
mined, and  a  number  of  essays  on  diseases  of  the  head  and  neck  selected,  as  especially 
deserving  of  notice.  These,  it  is  proposed,  shall  be  collected  in  one  volume,  the 
translation  and  editing  of  which  have  been  confided  to  Mr.  Drewry  Ottley. 

Among  numerous  other  works  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Council  has  been 
directed,  and  on  the  consideration  of  which  much  time  has  been  bestowed,  are  the 
following : — The  works  of  Hippocrates  ;  various  treatises  on  Epidemic  Catarrh  ;  the 
Medical  Psychology  of  Dr.  Feuchtersleben  ;  an  Index  to  the  British  Periodical  Medi- 
cal Literature ;  several  treatises  on  Medical  Ethics. 

The  Council  have,  as  on  former  occasions,  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  kind 
assistance  and  the  numerous  suggestions  which  have  been  afforded  them  by  many  of 
the  members  in  different  parts  of  the  country ;  and  also  especially  to  thank  those 
gentlemen  who  have  continued  to  act  as  Hon.  Local  Secretaries,  and  through  whose 
exertions  the  Society  has  been  made  more  generally  known.  There  is,  however, 
reason  to  believe  that  it  is  still  unknown  to  many  members  of  the  profession,  who 
would  gladly  join  it  were  they  acquainted  with  its  nature  and  objects.  Thirty  addi- 
tional Local  Secretaries  have  been  appointed  since  the  last  Report ;  and  in  almost 
every  instance  it  has  been  found  that  these  appointments  have  been  followed  by  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  members. 

In  accordance  with  Rule  XI,  the  Council  have  nominated  Dr.  Babingtox  as  their 
Treasurer,  and  Dr.  Bennett  as  their  Secretary. 

It  has  been  the  anxious  wish  of  the  Council  to  carry  out  the  important  objects  of 
the  Society  to  the  utmost ;  and  that  their  fellow  members  should  derive  from  it  all 
the  benefits  which  it  was  designed  to  confer.  For  this  purpose  neither  time  nor  labour 
has  been  spared.  With  what  measure  of  success  the  efforts  of  the  Council  have  been 
attended  may  best  be  judged  of  by  the  character  of  the  works  which  have  been  already 
issued.  It  has,  however,  afforded  them  much  pleasure  to  find  that  their  efforts  to 
serve  their  brethren  have  been  acknowledged  in  the  same  spirit  as  they  have  been 
rendered. 

The  Treasurer  then  presented  the  following  as  the  Financial  Report  for  the  past 
year. 
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It  was  then  Resolved  unanimously,  "That  the  Report  of  the  Council  for  the  past 
year  be  adopted  and  printed." 

The  thanks  of  the  Meeting  were  voted  to  the  several  officers  of  the  past  year  ;  and 
a  ballot  having  taken  place  for  President,  Vice-Presidents,  and  Council,  for  the 
ensuing  year,  the  following  gentlemen  were  declared  to  have  been  duly  elected.

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LAWS  OF  THE  SYDENHAM  SOCIETY. 


I.  Tun  Society  is  instituted  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  certain  acknowledged  de- 
ficiencies in  existing  means  for  diffusing  medical  literature,  which  arc  not  likely  to 
be  supplied  by  the  efforts  of  individuals,  and  shall  be  called  the  "  Sydenham  Society." 

II.  The  Society  will  carry  its  objects  into  effect  by  a  succession  of  publications, 

embracing,  among  others, — 1,  Reprints  of  standard  English  works,  which  are  rare  or 
expensive  ;  2,  Miscellaneous  Selections  from  the  ancient  and  from  the  earlier  modern 
authors,  reprinted  or  translated;  3,  Digests  of  the  works  of  old  and  voluminous 
authors,  British  and  Foreign,  with  occasional  biographical  and  bibliographical  no- 
tices; 4,  Translations  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  medical  authors,  and  of  works  in  the 
Arabic  and  other  Eastern  tongues,  accompanied,  when  it  is  thought  desirable,  by  the 
original  text ;  5,  Translations  of  recent  foreign  works  of  merit ;  6,  Original  works  of 
merit  which  might  prove  valuable  as  books  of  reference,  but  which  would  not  other- 
wise be  published,  from  the  slender  chance  of  their  meeting  with  a  remunerating 
sale — such  as  Bibliographies,  alphabetical  and  digested  Indexes  to  voluminous  |  <■- 
riodical  publications,  <fec. 

III.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  an  unlimited  number  of  members. 

IV.  The  subscription  constituting  a  member  shall  be  One  Guinea;  to  be  paid  in 
advance  on  the  2.5th  day  of  March,  annually ;  for  which  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  copy 
of  every  work  published  by  the  Society  for  the  year  for  which  he  subscribes.  Any 
Subscriber  who  shall  not  have  paid  his  subscription  previous  to  the  last  day  in  July  of 
the  current  year,  shall  not  be  allowed  the  privileges  of  that  year's  subscription  except 
on  the  payment  of  a  fine  of  Five  shillings;  nor  shall  any  one  be  allowed  to  join  the 
Society  for  the  current  year  after  that  period  except  on  payment  of  a  similar  fine. 

V.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  elected  from  the  Members ;  and  shall 
consist  of  a  President,  sixteen  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  a 
Council  of  twenty-four,  in  whom  the  power  of  framing  bye-laws,  and  directing  the 
affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested. 

VI.  The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  and  Council  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the 
Members  attending  at  the  general  anniversary  meeting  of  the  Society;  and  the  elec- 
tion shall  be  by  ballot.  Balloting  lists  of  Members  proposed  by  the  Council,  with 
blank  spaces  for  such  alterations  as  any  Member  may  wish  to  make,  shall  be  laid 
on  the  Society's  table  for  the  use  of  the  Members. 

VII.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election,  except 
that  of  the  Vice-Presidents  four  shall  retire  every  second  year,  the  retirements  having 
been  determined  by  the  Council. 

VIII.  Six  of  the  Council  of  the  preceding  year  shall  be  ineligible  for  re-election, 
the  retirements  to  be  determined  by  the  Council  previous  to  the  annual  Meeting. 

IX.  The  election  of  Members  of  Council  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  shall  take  place 
annually  by  the  Members  attending  the  anniversary  meeting,  and  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed for  the  election  of  Vice-Presidents. 

X.  The  Council  shall  immediately  fill  up  vacancies  occurring  in  their  numbers,  in 
consequence  of  the  death  or  retirement  of  Members  at  periods  antecedent  to  the 
annual  meeting. 

XI.  The  Council  shall  annually  nominate  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  general  meeting,  who  shall  ex  officio  be  members  of  the  Council. 
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XII.  The  Council  shall  also  appoint  Local  Honorary  Secretaries  wherever  they 
shall  see  fit. 

XIII.  The  business  of  the  President  shall  be  to  preside  at  the  animal  and  extraor- 
dinary meetings  of  the  Society ;  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  or  the 
Treasurer,  or  any  member  of  the  Council,  chosen  by  the  members  present,  shall  take 
the  chair. 

XI V.  The  Treasurer,  or  some  person  or  persons  appointed  by  him,  shall  receive 
all  money  due  or  payable  to  the  Society. 

XV.  The  money  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  which  shall  not  be  immediately 
required  for  the  uses  of  the  Society,  shall  be  vested  in  government,  or  such  other 
speedily  available  securities  as  shall  be  approved  of  and  directed  by  the  Council. 

XVI.  The  Council  shall  select  the  works  to  be  published  by  the  Society,  and  shall 
make  all  arrangements,  pecuniary  and  otherwise,  in  regard  to  editing,  translating, 
preparing  works  for  the  press,  printing,  &c.  But  in  the  event  of  any  Member  of  the 
Council  being  appointed  to  edit  any  work  for  the  Society,  for  which  he  is  to  receive 
pecuniary  remuneration,  he  shall  immediately  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Council, 
and  shall  not  be  re-eligible  till  after  the  publication  of  the  work. 

XVII.  The  Council  shall  lay  before  the  Members,  at  each  anniversary  meeting,  a 
report  of  their  proceedings  during  the  past  year,  andalso  an  account  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditure  of  the  Society  ;  and  shall  further  cause  to  be  printed  and  circulated 
among  the  Members  an  abstract  of  such  report  and  accounts  immediately  after  each 
anniversary  meeting. 

XVIII.  The  annual  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  Society  shall 
be  audited  by  a  committee  of  three  Members,  selected  at  the  preceding  anniversary 
meeting  from  among  the  Members  at  large. 

XIX.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  management  of  the  general  correspondence  of 
the  Society,  and  of  such  other  business  as  may  arise  in  carrying  out  its  objects. 

XX.  The  Local  Secretaries  shall  be  in  communication  with  the  Metropolitan 
Secretary,  and  aid  in  their  several  districts  in  furthering  the  objects  of  the  Society. 

XXI.  Members  shall  have  the  privilege  of  proposing  works  for  publication,  and 
shall  address  their  propositions  to  the  Council. 

XXII.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  anniversary  meeting  on  the  1st  of  May,  or  on  the 
next  lawful  day  thereafter,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Council  may  agree  upon, 
notice  of  the  said  anniversary  meeting  having  been  given  to  Members  at  least  one  week 
previously  to  the  day  fixed  upon. 

XXIII.  No  Member  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  Society's  publications  unless 
his  annual  subscription  shall  have  been  duly  paid. 

XXIV.  The  works  of  the  Society  shall  be  handsomely  printed,  on  an  uniform  plan, 
for  members  only. 

XXV.  It  shall  not  be  competent  for  book-clubs  to  subscribe  to  the  Society  as  mem- 
bers; but  it  shall  be  permitted  to  societies  and  institutions  having  permanent  libraries 
to  subscribe  to  the  Society  in  the  name  of  their  President,  Secretary,  or  Librarian,  or 
other  responsible  officer. 

XXVI.  No  alteration  of  the  laws  of  the  Society  shall  be  made,  except  at  a  general 
meeting;  nor  then,  unless  notice  of  the  alteration  intended  to  be  proposed  at  such 
meeting  shall  have  been  laid  before  the  Council  at  least  one  month  previously. 

XXVII.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  call  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Members 
at  any  time  ;  and  shall  also  do  so  within  three  weeks,  upon  receiving  a  requisition  in 
writing  to  that  effect  from  not  less  than  twenty  Members  of  the  Societv. 
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REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  DELIVERY  OF  BOOKS. 


I.  They  will  be  delivered,  free  of  expense,  at  the  Office  of  the  Society,  45,  Frith- 
street,  Soho,  or  within  three  miles  of  the  General  Post  Office,  London. 

II.  They  will  he  sent  to  any  place  in  England,  beyond  the  distance  of  three  mile9 
from  the  General  Post  Office,  by  any  conveyance  a  Member  may  point  out.  In  this 
case  the  parcels  will  he  hooked  at  the  expense  of  the  Society,  hut  the  carriage  must  be 
paid  by  the  Member  to  whom  they  are  sent. 

III.  They  will  he  delivered,  free  of  expense,  atany  place  in  London  which  a  Mem- 
ber resident  in  the  country  may  name. 

IV.  They  may  remain  at  the  Office  until  the  Members  apply  for  them  ;  but  in  that 
case  the  Society  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  damage  that  may  happen  from  fire  or 
other  accident. 

V.  Tbey  will  be  sent  to  any  of  the  Hon.  Local  Secretaries  of  the  Society,  each 
Member  paying  the  Local  Secretary  a  due  share  of  the  carriage  of  the  parcel  in  which 
the  books  are  sent. 

VI.  Any  number  of  country  members  may  unite,  to  have  their  books  sent  in  one 
parcel,  to  any  address  they  may  name.  In  this  case  they  are  requested  to  depute  one 
of  their  number  to  transmit  to  the  Secretary  for  London  a  list  of  the  names  of  those 
whose  books  are  to  be  included  in  the  same  parcel. 

VII.  They  will  be  delivered  in  Edinburgh  and  Dublin,  as  in  London,  and  forwarded 
from  thence  to  Members  in  other  parts  of  Scotland  and  Ireland,  in  the  same  way  as 
is  mentioned  above  with  respect  to  England. 

VIII.  Those  Members  who  wish  their  books  to  be  included  in  any  of  the  parcels  to 
Local  Secretaries,  are  requested  to  send  in  their  names  (with  their  Christian  names 
in  full)  and  particular  address  to  the  various  Local  Secretaries,  who  are  respectfully 
requested  to  forward  to  the  Secretary  for  London  an  accurate  list  of  all  such  names 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

IX.  Unless  intimation  to  the  contrary  be  given  to  the  Secretary  for  London,  the 
future  deliveries  will  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  delivery  of  the  first  volume. 


As  the  number  of  copies  of  works  printed  by  the  Society  will  be  regulated  by  the 
number  of  the  Members,  gentlemen  intending  to  subscribe  for  the  current  year  will 
see  the  propriety  of  giving  in  their  names  without  delay.  Those  who  are  desirous 
of  becoming  Members  are  requested  to  transmit  their  names  in  full,  with  their  address, 
to  the  Secretary,  or  to  any  of  the  Local  Secretaries.  A  few  copies  of  the  works 
issued  for  the  Members  for  the  past  year  are  still  on  hand,  and  may  be  had  by  new 
Members. 


The  Subscriptions  for  the  current  year,  which  are  now  due,  may  be  paid  either 
personally  to  the  Treasurer,  the  Metropolitan  Secretary,  or  any  of  the  Local  Secre- 
taries ;  or  by  a  Post-office  order  made  pat/able  at  the  chief  office,  London,  to  the 
Treasurer  or  the  Secretary;  or  by  an  order  on  any  London  banker.
